on the north to Victoria and 
Oak Bay on the south.

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jarre said an inquest date 
probably will be set today. He 
said a post-mortem completed 
Tuesday showed the apparent 
cause of death was drowning. 

The coroner said samples of 
body substances and blood 
will be taken to the Van¬ 
couver police laboratory today 
by a special Saanich police 
courier. He said results of 
these tests might be obtained 
by Friday. 

Asked the reason for these 
tests, the coroner said his 
office always orders them "as 
soon as we get any young, fit 
person who has died — just to 
see if he’lf been killed by 
drugs." 

Deputy Chief Peterson said 
police would be “very inter¬ 
ested” in the outcome of both 
the Vancouver teste and the 
inquest. 

The pond where the body 
was found is about GO feet 
long, 40 feet wide and 15 feet 
deep at the centre. The body 
was found near the north 
bank, with the face in mud 
four feet below the surface 
and part of the body floating 
on the surface. 

Police said there were “a 
few scrapes” on the body and 
a out over one eye might have 
been caused by a grappling 
hook. The deputy said drag¬ 
ging operations Monday might 
have “disturbed” the body.

The best first aid In such 
cases is to eat bread or other 
solid food so the fragments will 
become trapped in the stool and 
thus pass out without harm.

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Wilson Fires a Broadside 


T his IS ELECTION YEAR hi Great Britain, and 
in case anyone had forgotten Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson reminded them last Saturday when 
he fired a blistering broadcast in what was 
obviously the first of a campaign. 

A year ago the fortunes of the governing 
Labor Party were estimated at possibly their 
lowest-ever potential. But suddenly, and dramati 
cally, they have changed, largely due to the altered 
economic situation. 

Only the Conservatives, said the prime 
minister with characteristic scorn, are still “hoping 
to find something to sustain their pathetic 
argument that a £50C million surplus under a 
Labor government is a national disaster, compared 
with the £800 million deficit which was their 
proud achievement in 1964.” 

It can be expected that Mr. Wilson will make 
the most of this comparison, as well as of the fact 
that for the first time in history, Great Britain is 
spending more on education than on defence. 

And he will continue to castigate the Tory 
leader, Edward Heath, for his pledge—part of the 
Conservative foreign policy—to maintain a British 
presence East of Suez. Mr. Heath had particular 
reference to Malaysia and Singapore, where even a 
modest military contribution would be a useful 
addition to the Australian and New Zealand forces 
committed for the 1970s. And although the idea 
does not please Mr. Wilson, it will undoubtedly win 
applause from the partners in the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization, and particularly the United 
States. 

There can be no doubt that Labor's position is 
very much improved, but that is not to say it is out 
of the political woods yet 


For instance, the precariously won economic 
recovery could be inundated by what Mrs. Barbara 
Castle, secretary for employment and productivity, 
calls the “avalanche” of wage claims pending. 
Aubrey Jones, chairman of the National Board for 
Prices and Incomes, in what must be a deliberate 
understatement, describes the economic outlook as 
“quite serious” because of massive, recent claims 
for higher pay. 

Mr. Wilson himself has appealed to workers, 
saying that while the government is ready for a 
whole range of big wage increases, they must be 
geared to productivity. 

And just the other day more than 15,000 
farmers, demanding bigger financial support for 
their industry, broke down gates and thrust 
through a police cordon near Huntingdon’s Monk’s 
Wood experimental farm to v confront the prime 
minister. They were representative in their 
resentment of the whole industry in the British 
Isles, and although they had no alternative but to 
accept the prime minister’s promise of a review of 
prices in March, they were far from satisfied. 

Mr. Wilson has had time on his side, while he 
tip-toed around quicksands and pitfalls both 
political and economic. Even the- outcome of the 
Nigerian war could gain him some credit. But the 
next few months in which the election will be 
fought are critical. 

If something goes wrong in any one of a score 
of doubtful areas, if for instance the wage situation 
gets out of control and the boastful claims of a 
surplus are exploded, or if strikes and slowdowns 
plague the nation as a result of resistance to union 
demands, then Mr. Wilson’s momentum would be 
instantly arrested and the Tories would ride to 
victory at the polls.

Sino-Soviet Dispute Tempts V.S. to Close the Great Triangle 


End Game of Global Politics Now Being Played 


From The London Observ er 

The end game of world politics has begun. Last 
week, the three most powerful nations on earth— 
—America, Russia and China—moved their unwill¬ 
ing triple relationship into a new and intricate pat¬ 
tern which may prove to be the dynamic of the 
seventies. 

Each side of the triangle hates and fears the 
other two; each side exploits the others’ mutual 
hates and fears and seeks to hold the balance be¬ 
tween them. All are nuclear and all giants; but 
all, even China, behind the fierce words, dread 
nuclear war. 

Last week the Chinese agreed to reopen conversations with 
the Americans in' Warsaw and simultaneously reopened their 
propaganda offensive against Moscow. The Russians sent 
their chief negotiator to Peking to start the second round of 
Sino-Soviet border talks, and at the same time accused the 
Chinese of preparing their people for war. 

The American public discussed with approval the hints of 
Vice-president Spiro Agnew that there should be “meaningful 
dialogue” with China; the U.S. embargo on non-strategic 
trading with China has been lifted; the Senate is preparing to 
reverse a House of Representatives vote to present Formosa 
with a squadron of Phantom jets. 

This la a constellation new to history. It Is povel not 
merely because the collective might of the “triangle” could 
destroy human life on the planet. The weird nature of the 
relationship Itself is also new; a shifting, three - cornered 
competition on a world scale from which no power dare 
withdraw and no power — short of nuclear destruction — can 
be knocked out. 

It is the Sino-Soviet dispute that has now finally tempted 
the United States to close the great riangle. 


President Nixon is undertaking a quiet but very definite 
attempt to improve the American relationship with China. 
One motive is fear of a Sino-Soviet war in which nuclear 
weapons might be used, with incalculable consequences. Even 
if Russia merely occupied part of China, the balance of power 
would be upset in American eyes. Thus, friendly noises from 
America towards China are, in one sense a gentle hint to 
Russia to restrain herself. 

A second American motive is that the Far East cannot be 
stabilized without some form of mutual understanding 
between America and China. The Chinese, however, have 
been unwilling to talk. America's trade relaxation was 
intended to appeal to “soft-liners" In Peking—the supposed 
moderate group around Premier Chou En-fai which the 
Russians also place their hopes upon—and the restarting of 
the Warsaw talks after a two-year break may be a first fruit. 

The logical end of Nixon's policy, if successful, would be 
normal diplomatic relations and Chinese membership in the 
United Nations. But those goals are still remote. 

★ * ★ 

The Chinese are not ready to seem to compromise with 
“U.S. imperialism.” And on the American side, the 
commitment to Formosa and Chiang Kai-shek remains a 
supreme obstacfe. Vice-president Agnew this month reassured 
Chiang that he would not be abandoned; yet Peking cannot 
make any significant move towards America while Chiang 
retains American support. 

The "Nixon doctrine," formulated last July, means that 
American ground troops will no longer become involved on 
the Asian mainland unless American security is directly 
involved. States like Thailand will receive economic and 
technical aid. but would get only air and sea support in the 
event of war. 

The “Vietnamization” of the Vietnam war is one aspect 
of this doctrine; another is the expected withdrawal of the 
10,000 American troops from Formosa when they are no 
longer needed for support of the army in Vietnam. 

* ★ ★ 

Nixon also aims to lower the temperature of American 
relations with the Soviet Union, which deeply alarms the 
Chinese. The Soviet-American talks mi Strategic Arms 
Limitation (SALT), successfully prepared at Helsinki, are due 
to begin in Vienna in April. A final agreement would be one 
of the turning points of the 20 th century, allowing both 
powers to limit their arms race and endorse some European 
security settlement. 

The spate of Soviet initiatives towards winding up 
disputes over Germany and Berlin — partly inspired by 
Russia's wish not to face the threat of a hostile NATO and of 
China at once—are broadly welcomed in Washington. 

As for the Chinese nuclear potential, the Americans 
believe that China will shortly possess intermediate-range 
missiles, but would not be capable of hitting the United {states 
until the 1980s. 

The Americans are best placed to bold the centre of the 
triple balance, but are still shackled by Formosa and the 
"Two Chinas” doctrine, to say nothing of the continuing 
Vietnam war. It is In Vietnam that the triangular relationship 
has hitherto been most active, with each of the three trying 
to keep the other two out. 

* ★ ★ 

Otherwise the Russians, for their part, have done least to 
exploit the tensions between the other two partners, beyond a 
significant spasm of interest in Formosa displayed last year, 
when the semi-official Russian journalist Victor Louis visited 
Taipei, and their economic flirtations with Japan. 

First preoccupation in Moscow remains the Sino-Soviet 
border talks now due to begin their second round, Vasily 
Kuznetsov, the chief negotiator, has arrived back in. Peking 
and his deputy will probably leave to join him in the next few 
days. 

But the Russians appear to be gloomy about the prospect 
of the talks succeeding. The Chinese are still insisting upon 
the Soviet Union denouncing the 19th century border treaties 
as unequal, but no one yet talks about breaking .off 
negotiations and Moscow would probably be extremely 
reluctant to abandon them. The Russians badly want some 
guarantee of peace and quiet on the frontier. 

On Sino-Amerlcan relations, the Russians are genuinely 
anxious in the long term, although for the present they do not 
seem to think that a Sino-American detente will develop in a 
significant scale. The publicity surrounding small steps 
toward such a detente strikes them as being directed against 
a Sino-Soviet rapprochement. 


The Russians still support China’s admission to the 
United Nations, but they will not exert much weight to bring 
it about. They would be worried if China joined the UN, since 
Peking would then strive to become leader of an anti-Soviet 
bloc there. 

The Soviet attitude towards China's growing nuclear 
potential Is very sensitive. It cannot be ruled out that at 
some sage the Russians might decide that the only option for 
them is to destroy Chinese nuclear installations. But they 
would do so only if they believed that there was no other 
alternative. In that situation, no international hue and cry 
would have much effect upon the Soviet leaders if they wen* 
convinced that the Soviet Union was in mortal danger. 

iThe Soviet press, afteria pause, has resume?! attacking 
China, although on a milder note and mostly in contexts 
which involve other problems. Anti-Chinese books and 
pamphlets have again become available in bookshops, 
although not as widely as before.

The proposal for an Asian security agreement mooted by 
Moscow, therefore, is a move to block such a possibility, and 
it is too early to say whether the move has failed or 
succeeded.

The Chinese seek a face-saving compromise over the 
border dispute, but their main concern is to keep tbe Sino- 
Soviet Quarrel within bounds. Its escalation would give tke 
Americana in the middle the leverage to tip the scales this 
way or that among the three world giants. And that position 
the Chinese want for themselves. 

Although a quick breakthrough is always possible, the 
border negotiations may therefore appear to trail off into a 
marathon of sterile meetings like those between Communist 
and United Nations representatives at Panmunjoin in Korea, 
which since 1953 have at least partly served as a substitute 
for war. 

But while there may be no published results, It is 
believed that moderate policy-makers in Peking will work 
privately to establish a new mood of understanding with the 
Russians in preparation for the day Mao dies. 

Chinese leaders are meanwhile deeply worried by the 
Russian policy of peaceful coexistence which brings Moscow 
and Washington closer.

Kenneth Harris of the BBC, 1 
who interviewed the duke and 
the duchess at their Paris 
home, reminded Windsor that 
he once said he had "collided 
with the establishment and 
that meant the situation was 
Intolerable.”

He 
goes out very much on his 
own. Nor was the Duke of 
Windsor.

Knighted Builder of World Cup Champions 
Makes Thorough Preparation for Defence 


One of toe most significant actions in the history of land* 
use In British Columbia will take place witiain the next tew 
days ... but tiers will be no public fuss about it 

The technical sub-committee of the government land-use 
committea, established by crden-in-oountil last July, will make 
its tint study report to the deputy ministers’ committee, wftich 
will prepare a recommendation tor action by a committee at 
cabinet ministers. 

The technical committee includes representatives from 
various int e re ste d government departments, including the land 
service, tor art service, departmnt of agriculture department 
of mines, department of municipal affairs, department of 
recreation and conservation, and water resources services 

It marks the first time land use has been studied co¬ 
operatively at that technical level by such a varied group 
representing conflicting interests. 

First study upon *4tich the report is to be submitted 
concerns the growing conflict between the needs of wildlife that 
will be displaced by the Libby Dam impoundment In the East 
Kooten sy s and the relocation of grazers and land holders who 
wiU be displaced. 

The American-built Colombia Basin Libby Dam wll flood 
about 18,090 acres Of the Kootenay River bottom between the 
international border and British Columbia’s Bull River. 

Many more acres will be flooded on the United States side 
0 < tha border. 

The area to be flooded in British Columbia is critical range 
land for Mg game animals, producing one of the highest 
densities of Mg game animals In North America, and a higher 
density of animals than even found in Africa. 

Starting in 1971, this unique winter rangeland will be 
flooded by ttoe back up from the Libby Dam on the Kootenai 
River tn northwestern Montana. •* 

~!T * * 

Some 6000 wbitetall deer and 500 elk, plus lesser numbers 
of mule deer, bighorn sheep and moose will be displaced. 
Surrounding habitat areas are already overcrowded with big 
game animals and domestic grazing cattle. 

The compensatory value in terms of annual hunter 
opportunity of the big game to be displaced by the Libby 
project is between $1,300,000 and $1,900,000 and annual hunter 
revenue from that small East Kootenay area is around $90,000. 

The conflict comes in with the ranchers and grazing cattle 
that win also be displaced by the flooding waters. 

Upwards to 20 ranches will be effected. 

Recreationists tael the rangeland is So much more 
import an t, and the ecology so unique for big game management, 
that it shouldn't have been allowed for cattle grazing in the 
first place. 

“The concentrations and variety of big game animals 
occupying the Libby Basin are, in fact, unique in Canada. 
Wildlife populations would undoubtedly be higher still If cattle 
grazing ceased, but it appears that there is a chance that in 
relocating persons displaced from the impoundment the 
remaining quality wildlife habitat will be lost. 

“Surely this is an instance in which wildlife should be given 
priority on the land, and that must inevitably be the outcome if 
genuine integrated resource use is going to be practiced,” the 
B.C. Wildlife Federation recently said in a brief to the 
provincial cabinet. 

★ * ★ 

Elimination of the cattle ranchers would probably be the 
mdst economic solution to the problem. 

The answer will be tied in with relocation of human 
settlement. The tendancy will undoubtedly be to establish road, 
settlement and agricultural activities on adjacent bench lands, 
further diminishing remaining range. 

Much could be done to reduce the competition b et w een 
livestock use and btg game use through better range 
management practices. 

Carrying capacity of ranges must be enhanced. They have 
become so overgrazed through co-habitat ion of cattle and game 
that they have become depressed. Cattle graze all spring, fall 
and summer and the game come down In the winter to over- 
grazed rangeland. Even now a tough winter means the 
available rangeland won’t carry all the animals. 

Ranges could be increased to support more animals by 
allowing the ranges to revive before returning to use, 
harvesting surplus game animals, eliminating or reducing 
livestock use end fencing to keep livestock off overgrazed 
ranges. 

livestock is controllable, but big game animals sren’t. 

Unless something is done the population of the big game 
animals will decline and the lend fects are that most ranches 
are already losing money, while big game animals are revenue 
producing. 

In the statistical analysis of big game hunting in the East 
Kootenay, prepared by Peter H. Pearse and Gary Bowden, it is 
estimated total spending by all groups of hunters In the East 
Kootenay area to 1964 was $1,800,000 of which $250,000 was 
spent by norwesldents. 

A significant amount to consider!

church and Copenhagen. I don't think I 
can ever kick the habit, and right now I 
am higher than a kite, with new and 
exotic catalogues arriving in almost 
every mail. 


The new Madame 
Butterfly is like this, but with double- 
centred, azalea-like flowers. 

The plants stand 24 to 30 inches in 
height, branching from the base and 
capable of producing ten or more spikes 
of bloom per plant.

One result of this effort is a 1970 
Silver Medal winner, a high-quality, 
disease-resistant cherry tomato called 
"Small Fry.” This one makes a non¬ 
staking bush about 30 inches tit height 
which comes into bearing very early 
with dusters of cherry-size bright red 
salad or cocktail tomatoes. 

Tomato “Small Fry” is very prolific, 
and pretty enou^i when loaded with 
fruit to justify a position in an 
ornamental flower border. The fruiting 
season is rather concentrated; that is, 
the crop all comes with a rush, so it is 
best to make succession sowings every 
few weeks to ensure a season-long 
supply of the colorfirf little fruits. 


I have often done a spot of raving in 
this column over the morning glory 
“Heavenly Blue,” which for my money 
Is the most beautiful annual flowering 
vine ever developed. Its only fault is its 
lateness of bloom, and In our climate, in 
order to get a satisfactory display of its 
huge, sky blue trumpet flowers, it has 
been necessary to grow a strain known 
as Clarke’s Early, not always easy to 
come by. 

This year there is a new giant 
morning glory called “Early Call 
Rose,” blooming as much as a month 
earlier than the standard types. The 
vines grow to a height of seven feet,

Same Old Attitudes 
Crossing the Line 


By BOLL THOMAS 

If Canadians are critical of 
discrimination In the United 
States, Rhodesia and South 
Africa and smug about their 
own attitudes they haven’t 
spoken to Bill Wilson or other 
younger articulate Indians. 

’"Hie Canadian discrimina¬ 
tion It subtle, very subtiehe 
explains. "I have run Into 
plenty of It The same old 
things like being served last 
in a crowded restaurant and 
not being allowed to date the 
belles of the local community 
no matter what the girls 
tftfnk. 

‘Tha routine Vs pretty 
standard. It goes like this 
'Soma of my best friends are 
Indian but I woudn’t want my 
dau^iter to marry one.’ This 
attitude is really common. 

“It happened to me. My 
wife's parents, and I hate to 
condemn them, were strongly 
and definitely opposed to their 
daughter marrying an Indian. 

Just an Indian 

“They tried hard to dis¬ 
courage our relationship. Now 
I think they have come 
around to the point where 
they are proud of me. The 
rest of the family still regard 
me as just an Indian and not 
as a person. 

“I am sure my wife's 
parents didn’t want me as 
their daughter's husband . 
Their attitude was one of total 
rejection. That’s all water 
under the bridge now. We 
have given them a grand¬ 
daughter and they are falling 
all over themselves. 

‘It was one of those cases 
where they applied all the old 
stereotypes. I was an Indian, 
Indians are pretty bad types, 
they get drunk, I was an 
Indian and so I was aH those 
tiling. In the end they had to 
get down to facing the fact 
that we are all human beings 
and we had to treat each 
other at face value.” 

The Indian student leader 
emphasized the economic 
facets of prejudice at some 
length. 

We Did Well 

“There is the reserve and 
all the identification that goes 
with living on one. I didn’t 
grow up on a reserve. Fortu¬ 
nately or unfortunately my 
parents ctose to live off the 
reserve. I suppose we were 
relatively well off. My dad 
was a fisherman and later a 
fish packer. He had his own 
boat and we did well. 

"But the white man looks at 
the reserves, say aome of 
those around Victoria, and he 
sees that they are not well 
developed and he sees that 
some of the houses are run 
down. Right away the Indian 
is categorized because of the 
appearance of those homes. 

“This economic situation 
makes a vast difference 
Relative wealth makes an 
even greater difference. Ap¬ 
pearances make all the dif¬ 
ference. 

"It helps in a restaurant if 
you dress well and look 
affluent but they still see your 
straight hair, your high cheek 
bones and your permanent 
tan. Then the manager tells 
you 'We don't want your kind 
of people in here.’ Oh, yes. it 
happens. It happened time 
and again when we ilived in 
Vancouver. It hasn’t happened 
here. I'm not trying to flatter 
Victoria but bo tor it’s not 
happened here. 


were a kid you would wear 
them but you would go to 
school knowing those clothes 
weren’t yours. 

“You would know that some 
other kid had worn those 
clothes and that they weren’t 
your clothes. Those clothes 
were rejects and you would 
feel rejected. It’s a second- 
class attitude and it makes 
Indians feel second class. It’s 
that simple. 

"If the whites want to help, 
send money to the band 
organizations and let them 
buy the clothes. Maybe we 
won’t get so many clothes but 
they will at least be ours. 
They won’t be used, they 
won’t be second class and we 
won’t feel we are second 
class. 

Some Bad Ones 

"We just have to get away 
from this damned do-gooder 
attitude. It just gets me all up 
tight when people come along 
and say 'Well what can we do 
for you, you funny little 
Indian person you?’ This 
whole condescending attitude 
gets me ail up tight.” 

Mr. Wilson has met a 
number of civil servants 
working for the federal Indian 
affairs department and has 
mixed feelings on the quality 
and qualifications. 

“There are some good 
people in that department but 
there are also some very bad 
ones. Some of them treat 
Indians the way white people 
are treated when they ask for 
welfare. 

“They reduce you to a 
situation that’s almost lower 
than the things that crawl and 
when they have broken down 
your spirit and yow pride 
they hand you your money 
and that's supposed to make 
it ail right . . . for them 
maybe." 

The influence of the 
churches In Indian affairs is 
particularly irritating to Bill 
Wilson. At first he was 
hesitant but then exploded on 
the subject. 

Bad Influence 

“Boy, that's touchy, but in 
ray view the church has been 
a bad influence overall. I may 
get boring but the church has 
also been a part of the 
conspiracy to make us carbon 
copies of sober peaceful white 
men. 

“They came and tried to 
teach us attitudes alien to us 
and to substitute their religion 
for ours. 

“There were so many 
churches involved here in B.C. 
bo picture, if you will, all 
these people descending on 
you, supposedly teaching a 
Christian doctrine but not 
even being able to agree 
among themselves what this 
doctrine should be. Our re¬ 
ligion was not only a belief, it 
was also our way of life. 

“You are forced to accept a 
conglomeration of mixed 
opinions instead of what you 
have been brought up to 
believe in. What do you do? 
Naturally you reject them. 

Couldn’t Speak 

‘Then t he government 
stepped in and told us we 
couldn’t reject the churches. 
They took my people off their 
reserves if they rejected the 
church. My father and my 
mother were shipped off to 
Anglican schools and for¬ 
bidden to use their own 
language. My mother and her 
sisters were allowed to speak 
to each other for just two 
hours a week. 

"They weren't allowed to 
speak to whites outside the 
school. My mother aaod if she 
spoke her own language she 
was whipped or strapped. 

"That was the church ap¬ 
proach. Does that seem logi¬ 
cal? I may be wrong but I 
understand it was that way up 
untB just five years ago."

who I was and invited me 
over to visit and have coffee. 

"I lived in Vancouver for 
five years and it never 
happened. It was a small 
thing but it was an attitude. I 
was a person, another human 
being, not an Indian.” 

Mr. Wilson is deeply con¬ 
cerned by the approach he 
and other young Indians are 
taking to the reserves and is 
trying to discover how he and 
his fellows can put some of 
their advanced training at the 
disposal of the bands who still 
live on the reserves. 

“Even when an Indian gets 
a good education he is at best 
just used as an example. But 
what are we doing for Indian 
people as a whole? Perhaps 
we are just becoming sober 
peaceful copies of the white 
man. 


Indians need qualified law¬ 
yers. There is going to be 
plenty of litigation in the near 
future on land matters. Sure, 
the Indian community oan get 
the best legal help from the 
whites but on the other hand 
they need people who under¬ 
stand Indian attitudes. 

“I think we need people who 
have suffered the subtle dis¬ 
criminations and being Indian 
puts roe at least half way 
there. The only people who 
can interpret the feeling of 
Indians are Indians.

Pure Rubbish 

Suggestions of violence and 
violent protest are dismissed 
totally by Mr. Wilson. 

"The idee that Indians 
should use violence to make 
their case is absolute and 
pure rubbish. We don’t have a 
list of specific things to 
protest. We just want oppor¬ 
tunity. If we all had the same 
middle class opportunity that 
you people have then R 
wouldn’t be as bad as it is 
now.” 

The prevailing attitude of 
the white community toward 
helping Indians gets a solid 
blast from Bill Wilson. He 
rejects the old clothes and 
warm soup approach of white 
society. 

“It might do your heart 
good to send cast-off ftimiture 
and third-hand clothes to the 
Indians but we hate the PTA 
and church bazaar approach. 

“Sure these activities are 
spurred by feelings of 
hum anitarianjsm but put 
yourself in our position. What 
Would happen if I as an Indian 
got all my old clothes together 
and sent them around to your 
place. What would you do?

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Brazil Bishop Warns: 


Vietnam Caught in Middle 
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WINNIPEG (CP) - A view of 
Vietnam as a victim of the 
clash between capitalist and so¬ 
cialist ambition—both of them 
blind and deaf to the true 
yearnings of that country—was 
presented here Tuesday night. 

The speaker was the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Olinda- 
Recife ih Brazil, the firebrand 
Holder Camara, and his audi¬ 
ence was made up of delegates 
to the western conference of 
priests which is meeting here 
Ibis week. 

PENTAGON PRES8ED 

This controversial champion 
of Latin America's poor and 
under privileged, in his refer¬ 
ences to Vietnam, said not even 
the Pentagon wins wars if there 
are guerrillas who can count on 
the people's support. 

But, he said, in order that the 
guerrillas may oppose a first- 
class power and sentence it to 
admit the impossibility of 
military victory, it is necessary 
that the guerrilla be supplied 
by another firstclass military 
power. 


"It means that the people 
themselves are devastated, 
seeing their country crawl, 
knowing that in the end, they 
will only exchange one empire 
for another." 

Archbishop Camara's concern 
is the “third world," the under¬ 
developed world encompassing 
Latin America, Africa and Asia 

PRIVILEGE DECRIED 

The scandal in underdevel¬ 
oped countries, he said, consists 
of colonialism of the worst kind 
—internal colonialism—where a 
small group of privileged fami¬ 
lies maintain their wealth at the 
cost and the misery of their fel¬ 
low men. 

Then there was the church it¬ 
self. 

"It is clear that she cited bold 
and demanding texts about 
Christian social teaching, but 
she was a master of prudence, 
patience and resignation." 

As a consequence of future in- 
action. Archbishop Camara 
warned: 

"No one will impede the 


masses living in sub-human con¬ 
ditions from finally opening 
their eyes and opting for vio¬ 
lence, also in their turn. 

“If this happens, if Christians 
whom I call Christians from 
Vatican H, are not heard or are 
stopped by the hierarchy or 


crushed by the powerful, woe to 
Christianity. 

"If the masses, on opening 
their eyes, receive the impres¬ 
sion that Christianity was a 
coward before the strong, and 
aligned hersel/ with the power¬ 
ful, woe to Christianity."

A UBC medical geneticist 
drew battle lines here Tues¬ 
day in the fight against 
genetic disease by urging 
liberalized abortion laws, 
genetic counselling services 
and more easily obtained 
sterilization. 

“Today, from a practical 
point of view, the most 
humane and efficient way of 
selection against genetic 
disease is through a program 
of pre-natal detection of 
disease coupled with abortion 
and thorough genetic {counsel¬ 
ling, ” Dr. J. R. Miller told 
about 100 people attending a 
talk at the University of 
Victoria.

Dr. Miller said it is never 
too late for a pregnant woman 
carrying a child with a 
genetic disease to have an 
abortion. 

"If it's too late for one way, 
the surgeon can make an 
abdomenal incision,” he said.

The geneticist, who works in 
pediatrics at UBC, criticized 
surgeons and physicians who 
refuse to perform abortions or 
sterilization operations.

“Their excuse was that 
they're in the health busi¬ 
ness,” he said, "but if that’s 
so, then their definition of 
health just isn't wide enough. 

“For too long, we have
